On  August  19,  1986  Resolution  No.  860819-B3  was 
approved  authorizing  the  district  to  establish  a 
Self -Insurance  Fund  for  the  SFCCD  Group  Prepaid 
Prescription  Drug  Expense  Insurance  program,  and  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  U.S.  Administrators,  Inc.  for  claims

Under  a  plan  negotiated  with  both  AFT  2121  and 
UPE  790,  the  District  will  now  reimburse  employees  for  only 
the  prescription  copayments  if  the  employee  uses  her/his 
Health  Service  System  drug  plan.  This  new  copayment  plan 
will  also  cover  eligible  dependents.

Adoption  of  Nonresident  Tuition  Fee  Rate  in  Grades  13  and  14  for 
the  Fiscal  Year  1 994-95 

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and  shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to 
nonresident  students.    The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer  units.    Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and  resident  of  a  foreign  country, 
provided  that  the  nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the  exemption 
and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the  nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any 
community  college  district  may  be  so  exempted.    Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this 
subdivision  may  be  made  on  an  individual  basis. 

A  district  may  contract  with  a  state,  a  county  contiguous  to  California,  the 
federal  government,  a  foreign  country,  or  an  agency  thereof,  for  payment  of  all  or  a 
part  of  a  nonresident  student's  tuition  fee. 

Attendance  of  nonresident  students  shall  not  be  reported  as  resident  FTES 
for  state  apportionment  purposes,  except  as  provided  by  statute  in  which  case  a 
nonresident  tuition  fee  may  not  be  charged. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the  succeeding 
fiscal  year.    Such  fee  may  be  paid  in  installments,  as  determined  by  the  governing 
board  of  the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
paragraph  shall  represent  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester  units  or 
45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year  (a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the 
district  for  the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the  California  Community 
College  Budget  and  Accounting  Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year 
and  divided  by  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current 
expense  of  education  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districts  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year 
and  divided  by  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  all  districts  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (c)  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  the  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  on  any  contiguous  district. 
However,  should  the  district's  preceding  fiscal  year  total  FTES  of  all  students 
attending  in  the  district  in  noncredit  courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10  percent 
of  the  district's  total  FTES  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district,  the  district  in 
calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute  instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of 
education  in  grades  13  and  14  and  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  in  grades 
13  and  14  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district. 
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The  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  shall  also  adopt  a 
tuition  fee  per  unit  of  credit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or  less  than 
15  units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the  fee  determined  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  by  30  for  colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45  for  colleges 
operating  on  the  quarter  system  and  rounding  to  the  nearest  whole  dollar.    The 
same  rate  shall  be  uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending  any  terms  or 
sessions  maintained  by  the  community  college.    The  rate  charged  shall  be  the  rate 
established  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or  session  ends. 

Any  loss  in  district  revenue  generated  by  the  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall 
not  be  offset  by  additional  state  funding. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  which  require  a  mandatory  fee  for 
nonresidents  shall  not  apply  to  any  district  which  borders  on  another  state  and  has 
fewer  than  500  FTES." 

Pursuant  to  ECS  76141,  districts  may  also  charge  non-resident  students  who  are 
both  citizens  and  residents  of  a  foreign  country  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  that  was 
expended  by  the  district  for  capital  outlay  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  divided  by  the  total  full-time 
equivalent  students. 

"Any  student  who  can  demonstrate  economic  hardship  or  who  is  a  victim  of 
persecution  or  discrimination  in  the  country  in  which  the  student  is  a  citizen  and  resident  is  exempt 
from  this  fee." 

"For  purposes  of  this  subdivision,  the  governing  board  of  each  community  college 
district  that  chooses  to  impose  the  charge  authorized  by  this  section  shall  adopt  a  definition  of 
economic  hardship  that  encompasses  the  financial  circumstances  of  a  person  who  is  a  recipient  of 
benefits  under  the  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  program,  the  Supplemental 
Income/State  Supplementary  Program,  or  a  general  assistance  program." 

For  fiscal  year  1  993-94,  the  per  semester  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  rate  was 
$1 16.00.    The  per  semester  non-resident  tuition  fee  computed  for  1994-95  for  all  districts 
statewide  is  $107.00.    The  per  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  for  1993-94  and  1994-95  of  districts 
contiguous  to  the  SFCCD  are  as  follows:

PM  5.01    STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

A.    GENERAL  PURPOSES 

Student  activities  are  recognized  by  the  District  as  an 
integral  part  of  a  total  educational  program.  Eaeh  The 
instructional  and  student  services  departments  division — i-s  are 
therefore,  authorized  and  to  encouraged — to — ©rev-ide  activity 
programs  designed  to  afford  students  with  experiences  that  have 
educational  value  for  them  as  individuals  in  their  social 
relationships  and  in  the  exercise  of  their  responsibilities  as 
citizens.  These  activities  are  considered  to  be  the  workshop  in 
which  many  classroom  concepts  are  put  into  practice.  Site 
Administrators  are  authorized  to  provide  adequate  facilities,  to 
allow  for  time  in  their  regular  schedules  for  individuals  and 
groups  to  participate  in  such  programs,  and  to  assign  personnel 
full  or  part-time  to  the  supervision  of  these  programs. 

In  implementing  its  District  student  activity  programs,  eaeh 
site-administrater-wiii-be-gaided-ey  the  feiiewing  administration 
shall   apply  the  following   general  policies: 

An  official  organization  of  the  student  body  may  be  estab- 
lished at  each  site- — to- — be  campus,  known  as  the  Associated 
Students.  This  organization  is  empowered  to  develop  its  structure 
of  government,  its  fiscal  policy,  privileges  of  membership, 
election  code,  code  of  ethics,  and  the  regulations  of  clubs.  In  so 
doing  it  will  establish  controls  to  insure  compliance  with  all 
seetiens — o£ — the— Eetaea-t-iofi — Code  — whi-eh — aooi-y  laws  applicable  to 
California  Community  College  student  government  and  student 
activities,  including  those  dealing  with  memberships  and  initiation 
and  with  financial  and  accounting  procedures. 

No  student  engoiied-ift-a-pttfe-JrJre^-ex^mM^  is  required 

to  pay  any  fee  or  deposit  not  specifically  authorized  by  law.  Fees 
or  deposits  charged  by  student  organizations  in  which  the 
membership  is  entirely  voluntary  are  in  themselves  voluntary 
assessments,  and  they  shall  not  be  the  cause  for  denying  any 
student  the  right  to  participate  in  any  of  the  organized  activities 
of  the  seheei  District. 

Neither — the — administrative — e€fieers — nor — the — Associated 
StHdents-oS-th^-SoKLege-or-Hsh^-Oeiit-er^-fflej^ 

Student  body  membership  as  shall  not  be  a  condition  of  District 
enrollment  in-the-institation .  However,  the  sehoois  campuses  are 
authorized  to  eneearage  permit  the  sale  of  such  memberships,  and 
the  Associated  Students  may  require  such  membership  of  students 
participating  in  activities  using  only  Associated  Student  Funds , 
facilities,  supplies,  equipment,  and  property. 

All  student  activities  conducted  on  the  campus  ©#-a-Bistriet 
seheei  must  comply  with  established  requirements  and  each  seheei 
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campus  will  publish  procedures  to  this  end.  Such  requirements  will 
include  provisions  for  faculty  sponsorships  and  faculty 
supervision.   Neither  the  Districty-fehe-eeiiegey-fehe-eenfeeafsy  nor 

the   Associated   Students   ©f any seheo-ly   will   assume   any 

responsibility  for  activities  held  off-campus  which  do  not  comply 
with  the  requirements  set  by  the  Site-Administffater-e-f— eaeh— s-ehooi 
administration   and  requirements  of  the  Education  Code.

B.  VENDING  MACHINES  OPERATED  BY  STUDENT  BODY  ORGANIZATIONS 

Student  body  organizations  may  be  granted  permission  to 
operate  campus  vending  machines  when  authorized  by  the 
Chancel lor/Saperinfeendent,  provided  the  request  bears  the  prior 
approval  of  the  site — adift±m.gt]?ateg  campus  dean  and  otherwise 
conforms  to  requirements  for  such  operations  as  may  be  determined 
as  reasonable  by  the  District  administration. 

C.  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

Each  student  participating  in  interscholastic  athletics  is 
required  to  pass  a  medical  examination.  This  examination  is  to 
cover  the  academic  year  of  competition. 

"Physician's  Report  of  Medical  Examination"  must  be  signed  by 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  athlete,  if  he  or  she  is  a  minor,  and 
by  the  examining  physician.

A.    ADMISSION 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  admits  all 
California  residents  and  nonresidents  who  possess  a  high  school 
diploma  or  the  equivalent.  The  District  also  admits  other  persons 
over  18  years  of  age  who  are  capable  of  benefiting  from  the 
instruction  offered.  Students  without  a  high  school  diploma  or  the 
equivalent  shall   be  admitted  as  provisional   students. 


' 
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Restrictions  on  admission  may  be  imposed  in  accordance  with 
state  law  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Protection  of  the  financial  health  of  the  District,  and  of 
educational  program  integrity,  including,  but  not  limited  to 
maintenance  of  the  appropriate  quality  and  scope  of  student 
educational   opportuni ty . 

2.  The  need  to  avoid  overcrowding,  in  light  of  the  available 
space  of  the  District. 

3.  The  priority  that  resident  students  not  be  displaced  by 
students  who  do  not  reside  in  the  District. 

4.  The  avoidance  of  serious  disruption  in  the  ethnic  balance 
of  the  student  population  of  the  District. 

B.  CLASSIFICATION 

The  administration  shall  promulgate  regulations  prescribing 
the  classification  of  all  students  as  California  residents  and  as 
residents  of  the  District.  The  regulations  shall  address  the 
financial  independence  of  students  seeking  a  reclassification  as  a 
California  resident  pursuant  to  applicable  state  law.

PM  5.08    SEXUAL  HARASSMENT  -  STUDENTS 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  to  provide  an  educational  environment  free  of  sexual 
harassment;  the  District  will  not  tolerate  or  condone  sexual 
harassment  by  or  toward  its  students. 

The  receipt  .of  benefits  of  any  educational  program,  activity 
or  employment  opportunity  in  the  District  may  not  be  conditioned 
upon  unwilling  submission  to  sexual  advanees-e-]?-^?eque*fe9-^€«?-s«xtttii 
favors  harassment. 

For  purposes  of  this  policy,  "sexual  harassment"  means 
unwelcome  sexual  advances,  requests  for  sexual  favor,  and  other 
verbal,  visual,  or  physical  conduct  of  a  sexual  nature,  made  by 
someone  from  or  in  the  work  or  educational  setting,  under  any  of 
the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Submission  to  the  conduct  is  explicitly  or  implicitly  made 
a  term  or  a  condition  of  an  individual's  employment,  academic 
status,   or  progress. 

(b)  Submission  to,  or  rejection  of,  the  conduct  by  the 
individual  is  used  as  the  basis  of  employment  or  academic  decisions 
affecting  the  individual . 

(c)  The  conduct  has  the  purpose  or  effect  of  having  a  negative 
impact  upon  the  individual's  work  or  academic  performance,  or  of 
creating  an  intimidating,  hostile,  or  offensive  work  or  educational 
environment . 

(d)  Submission  to,  or  rejection  of,  the  conduct  by  the 
individual  is  used  as  the  basis  for  any  decision  affecting  the 
individual  regarding  benefits  and  services,  honors,  programs,  or 
activities  available  at  or  through  the  educational   institution. 

Specific  rules  and  procedures  for  reporting  charges  of  sexual 
harassment  and  for  pursuing  available  remedies  are  available  from 
the  Affirmative  Action  Office  and  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of 
Students . 
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PM  5.09   NON-DISCRIMINATION  DECLARATION  FOR  STUDENT  RECRUITMENT 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  that  any  persons  or  firms  intending  to  recruit  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  students  for  employment,  as 
condition  for  using  any  District  facilities,  must  execute  the 
following  declaration: 

"The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  does  not  make 
its  interviewing  facilities  or  job  listing  services  available 
to  employers  who  unlawfully  discriminate  in  the  selection  of 
employees  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  ethnic  group 
identification,  national  origin,  ancestry,  religion,  gender, 
age,  marital  status,  handieapped--eo«d-iHr-iron3  disabilities, 
medical  conditions,  sexual  orientation  or  status  as  a  Vietnam- 
Era  veteran  or  any  other  basis  prohibited  by  applicable  law.

PM  5.10    MATRICULATION 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  to  ensure  equal  education 
opportunity  for  all  its  students,  to  ensure  that  students  receive 
the  educational  services  necessary  to  optimize  their  opportunities 
for  success,  to  provide  students  with  the  information  necessary  to 
establish  realistic  goals,  and  to  ensure  that  the  matriculation 
process  not  exclude  students  from  receiving  appropriate  educational 
services . 

In  accordance  with  this  policy,  the  administration  shall 
prepare  for  Board  adoption  and  periodically  review  a  matriculation 
statement  and  plan  to  meet  all  applicable  state  requirements 
necessary  to  matriculation  services.

ETC. 

Institutional  services  shall  be  withheld  from  students,  or 
former  students  who  have  been  notified  in  writing  at  the  student's 
or  former  student's  last  known  address  that  he  or  she  is  in  default 
on  a  loan  or  loans  under  either  the  Guaranteed  Student  Loan  program 
or  the  Supplemental  Loan  for  Students  program.  "Institutional 
services"  shall  include  the  provision  of  grades,  transcripts  and 
diplomas,   but  not  the  withholding  of  registration  privileges. 

Student  grades,  transcripts,  diplomas  and  registration 
privileges  shall  be  withheld  from  any  student  or  former  student  who 
has  been  provided  with  written  notice  that  he  or  she  has  failed  to 
pay  a  proper  financial  obligation  due  to  the  District.  Any  item 
withheld  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  be  released  when  the 
student  satisfactorily  meets  the  financial  obligation. 


PM  5.13.      TRANSFER  CENTER 

Student  transfer  is  a  primary  mission  of  the  District.  The 
administration  shall  develop  regulations  describing  the  Transfer 
Center  Plan  based  on  the  standards  established  by  state  regulations 
concerning  required  services,  facilities,  staffing,  advisory 
committee  activities  and  evaluation  and  reporting. 

PM  5.14.      CAMPUS  SECURITY  POLICY  ~ 

The  District  is  committed  to  student  security  from  campus 
crime.  While  the  District  cannot  serve  to  insure  the  safety  of 
students  from  the  criminal  conduct  of  others,  the  District  believes 
that  recognizing  the  presence  of  criminal  activity  in  society  in 
general  and  the  potential  for  such  activity  on  college  campuses, 
can  serve  to  education  students  about  the  need  to  be  familiar  with 
security  precautions  and  the  need  to  report  campus  crime. 

The  administration  shall  promulgate  procedures  in  conformance 
with  this  policy  which  shall  include  the  following  components: 

1.  Procedures  for  students  and  others  to  report  criminal 
actions  or  other  emergencies  on  campus; 

2.  Procedures  for  institutional  response  to  reports  of 
criminal  actions  on  campus; 

3.  A  statement  concerning  the  security  of  campus  facilities 
and  access  to  those  facilities ; 

4.  A  statement  describing  campus  law  enforcement,  the 
enforcement  authority  of  District  security  personnel,  and  the  means 
by  which  prompt  reporting  of  all  campus  crime  to  campus  and 
appropriate  local  police  is  encouraged; 

5.  A  description  of  the  type  and  frequency  of  programs 
designed    to   inform   students    and    employees    about    campus    security

6.  A  description  of  programs  designed  to  inform  students  and

murder,  rape,  robbery,  aggravated  assault,  burglary  and  motor 
vehi cl e  theft  . 

8 .  A  statement  concerning  monitoring  criminal  activity  of  any 
off-campus  students  organizations  where  those  organizations  are 
recognized  by  the  District  as  student  organizations  whose 
participants  are  District  students. 

9.  Statistics  regarding  the  number  of  arrests  for  the 
following  crimes  occurring  on  campus:  liquor  law  violations,  drug 
abuse  violations  and  weapons  possessions. 

10.  A  statement  which  affirms  the  District's  ban  on  the 
possession,  use  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  illegal  drugs  on 
campus . 

The  administration  shall  develop  written  procedures  or 
protocols  to  ensure,  to  the  fullest  extent  possible,  that  students 
who  are  the  victims  of  sexual  assault  committed  on  District 
facilities  shall  receive  treatment  and  information  as  required  by 
law.

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PM  6.01    INSTRUCTION  -  GENERAL 

The  Governing  Board  of  Trustees  affirms  the  principle  that 
instruction  of  students  is  the  major  function  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District.  The  Governing  Board  recognizes  that 
all  policies  governing  the  District  must  be  directed  to  providing 
a  sound  program  of  instruction  which  will  permit  the  realization  of 
the  objectives  and  functions  of  a  community  college  and  which 
guarantees  promotes  the  welfare  of  students;  the  Governing  Board 
recognizes  the  instructor  as  the  primary  person  in  providing 
instruction. 

The  District  shall  continue  to  re-evaluate  and  improve  its 
programs  and  offerings  by  seeking  both  general  and  special 
accreditation;  by  association  and  affiliation  with  other 
educational  institutions;  by  assuring  that  its  courses  and  programs 
are  articulated  with  proximate  baccalaureate  institutions  and  high 
schools;  and  by  other  appropriate  activities  commensurate  with  its 
role  in-orov-id-ing  as  a  public  adttife-and  postsecondary  edueatien-f-er 
San-Franeioe©  institution. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that,  unless  specifically 
exempted  by  statute  or  regulation,  every  course,  course  section  or 
class,  reported  for  state  aid,  wherever  offered  and  maintained  by 
the  District,  shall  be  fully  open  to  enrollment  and  participation 
by  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to  the  District  and  who  meets 
such  prerequisites  as  may  be  established  pursuant  to  regulations 
commencing  with  Section  58100  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Code  of 
Regulations  as  related  to  limitations  on  the  receipt  of  state  aid.

A.  GENERAL  PRINCIPLES 

The  District  is  unequivocally  and  unalterably  committed  to  the 
principle  of  academic  freedom  in  its  true  sense  which  includes 
freedom  to  study,  freedom  to  learn  and  freedom  to  teach  and  provide 
professional   services   to  students. 

Academic  freedom  encompasses  the  right  of  an  instructor  to 
discuss  in  the  classroom  pertinent  subjects  within  his  or  her  field 
of  professional  competency  and  consistent  with  course  objectives, 
and  for  counselors,  librarians  and  other  academic  employees  to 
provide  appropriate  student  services  within  their  fields  of 
professional  competency  and  consistent  with  sound  educational 
principles. 

Interference  with  or  censure  of  an  insfearuefeear  academic 
employee  by  District  officials  or  by  outside  individuals  or  groups 
because  of  the  ±ns:feartte%ear-L3  employee's  proper  treatment  of 
pertinent  subjects  or  provision  of  proper  professional  services  to 
students   is  precluded  by  the  principle  of  academic  freedom. 

insfearaefcears  Facul~ty  cannot,  however,  expect  academic  freedom 
to  be  unlimited,  for  the  right  to  exercise  any  liberty  implies  a 
duty  to  use  it  responsibly.  Academic  freedom  does  not  give  an 
insfearuetear  faculty  freedom  to  engage  in  indoctrination.  Nor  can  an 
insfearttcfeear  faculty  invoke  the  principle  of  academic  freedom  to 
justify  non-professional  conduct  or  poor  teaching  or  other 
professional  services  to  students. 

An  essential  point  that  pertains  to  academic  freedom  and  that 
must  be  considered  in  relation  to  subject  matter  or  to  professional 
services  to  the  student  is  the  criterion  of  suitability.  Does  the 
subject  matter  oar,  material  to  be  studied,  or  professional  services 
to  the  student  contribute  to  the  attainment  of  course  objectives  or 
achievement  of  an  educational  principle?  is-fehe-safe-jeet-mafceariai 
±n-good— feaotc .  Is  the  subject  or  material  unnecessarily  offensive 
to  members  of  the  class? 

The  special  interests  oar — pare-jud-ieea — -of — an — ins-tanietor  of

B.  TEXTBOOK  SELECTION 

Eaeh  division  The  Chancellor  shall  develop  a  procedure  for  the 
selection  of  textbooks  that  recognizes  the  basic  right  and  duty  of 
the  faculty  to  be  the  primary  agent  in  the  process.  Since  students 


in  most  instances  must  purchase  books ,  the  procedure  of — eeeh 
division  should  take  cognizance  of  the  financial  consideration  that 
may  be  imposed  upon  the  student. 

C.  SELECTION  OF  LIBRARY  MATERIALS 

The  library  faculty,  as  a  part  of  the  educational  program, 
shall  have  the  same  freedoms  guaranteed  the  teaching  faculty  and 
students  and  shall  choose  the  books  and  other  resources  based  on 
their  interest,  information  and  potential  for  enlightenment  of  aii 
fehe-peepie-ef-fche-eeminttnifey  students.  So  far  as  practical,  books 
will  be  selected  to  present  all  points  of  view  concerning  the 
problems  and  issues  of  our  times,  international,  national,  and 
local.  No  books  shall  be  excluded  because  of  the  race,  color, 
religion,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
marital  status,  age,  physical  or  mental  disability  or  nafeienaiifey 
or  the  political  or  philosophical  eg-re-l-igioua  views  of  the  writer. 

D.  The  selection  of  textbooks,  library  books  and  other  resources 
must  be  free  of  improper  influence  by  publishers  or  manufacturers 
and  no  employee  may  accept  anything  of  value  from  publishers  or 
manufacturers  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  the  selection  of  any 
textbook,   library  books  or  other  educational  resource. 

B  E.    PUBLIC  FORUMS 

In  keeping  with  the  philosophy  of  intellectual  freedom  and  the 
responsibility  of  the  Community  College  District  for  services  to 
its  community,  public  forums  presenting  speakers  with  varying 
points  of  view  may  be  offered  to  the  local  community  as  part  of  the 
educational  program  at-eaeh-seheei .

PM  6.10    STUDENT  INSTRUCTORS  AND  FACULTY   INTERNS 

Each  site  will  accept  the  professional  responsibility  of 
accepting  and  assisting  student  instructors  and  library  trainees 
within  the  framework  of  the  instructional  program. 

Student  instructors  will  be  accepted  only  on  the  basis  of  a 
contractual  arrangement  with  the  teacher  training  institution. 

The  Board  authorizes  the  hire  of  faculty  interns  in  accordance 
with  state  law.

PM  6-riS    6.11.      COURSE  REPETITION  AND  ACADEMIC  RENEWAL 

Courses  for  which  substandard  work  has  been  recorded  may  be 
repeated  in  accordance  with  state  law.  The  District  shall,  in 
determining  transfer  of  student's  credits,  honor  similar,  prior 
course  repetition  actions  by  other  accredited  colleges  and 
universities.  Courses  for  which  substandard  work  has  not  been 
recorded  may  also  be  repeated  in  accordance  with  state  law  if  the 
Chancellor  gives  written  permission  for  repetition  based  on  a 
finding  that  special'  circumstances  exist  which  justify  such 
repetition. 

The  Chancellor  shall  promulgate  regulations  pertaining  to  the 
repetition  of  courses  consistent  with  this  policy  and  state  law. 
Such  regulations  shall  include  a  process  for  indicating  any 
specific  courses  or  categories  of  courses  which  are  exempt  from 
repetition.  Any  exemptions  must  be  based  on  educational  or 
programmatic  justification. 

It    is    the    policy    of    the    District    that    previously    recorded 


substandard  academic  performance  may  be  alleviated  through  academic 
renewal  if  such  previously  recorded  substandard  performance  is  not 
reflective  of  a  student's  demonstrated  ability. 

The  Chancellor  shall  promulgate  regulations  pertaining  to 
academic  renewal  consistent  with  this  policy  and  state  law.  Such 
regulations  shall  include  the  maximum  amount  of  coursework  that  may 
be  alleviated,  the  amount  of  academic  work  to  have  been  completed 
at  a  satisfactory  level  (minimum  2.00)  subsequent  to  the  coursework 
to  be  alleviated;  the  length  of  time  to  have  elapsed  since  the 
coursework  to  be  alleviated  was  recorded  and  a  description  of  any 
specific  courses  and/or  categories  of  course  that  are,  for  any 
reason,  exempt  from  consideration  for  academic  renewal.  The 
Chancellor  shall  also  specify  any  procedures  to  be  followed  by 
students  in  petitioning  for  academic  renewal  and  the  employees 
responsible  for  implementing  the  regulations. 


PM  6.12     CONTRACT  EDUCATION 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  is  committed  to 
improving  the  quality  of  life  in  San  Francisco  by  educating 
individuals  for  rewarding  and  productive  careers  and  by  preparing 
them  to  understand  and  meet  the  challenges  of  our  society  both  in 
work  and  in  the  community.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that 
in  furtherance  of  these  ends  it  will  build  cooperative 
relationships  with  business,  industry,  government,  trade  unions, 
and  community  agencies.  In  support  of  this  policy,  a  unified, 
District-wide  effort  is  established  to  develop  and  implement  non- 
credit,  and  credit  and  not-for-credit  contract  educational 
programs . 

Contract  education  consists  of  those  educational  services 
which  the  District  provides  for  employees  and  other  individuals 
sponsored  by  public,  private,  or  community  organizations,  and  for 
which  the  District  charges  a  fee  to  the  sponsoring  organization. 
The  fees  charged  shall  be  in  accordance  with  State  law.  Contract 
education  is  an  alternative  vehicle  through  which  the  education 
offerings  is  expanding  access  to  higher  education,  and  it  expects 
contracting  entities  to  do  the  same.  Contract  education  also 
affords  District  faculty  an  avenue  to  expand  their  professional 
horizons. 

Contract  education  offerings  shall  be  approved  by  eenters- and 
eoiiege  the  appropriate  curriculum  committees  and  shall  in  no  way 
represent  a  diminishment  of  District  standards  in  course  content 
and  course  staffing.  Contract  education  courses  are  an  extension 
of  regular  District  programs  and  shall  not  detract  from  regular 
District  offerings.  The  District's  effort  shall  be  in  keeping  with 
its  mission  and  policies  and,  additionally,  shall  conform  to  all 
legislation  and  to  the  State  Education  Code  sections  pertinent  to

contract  education . 


PM  6.13    INSTRUCTIONAL  MATERIALS  AND  INSTRUCTIONAL  MATERIALS  FEES 

In  accordance  with  Title  5  of  the  California  Administrative 
Code  of  Regulations,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
has  established  the  following  policies  regarding  instructional 
materials  and  fees  for  instructional  materials. 

A.  District  provided  instructional  materials 

The  District  will  provide  students  enrolled  in  state-supported 
credit  and  noncredit  courses  or  programs,  without  charge,  all 
materials  necessary  for  students  to  complete  those  required  course 
objectives  which  are  to  be  accomplished  under  the  supervision  of  an 
instructor  during  class  hours,  if  such  materials  are  consumed  or 
rendered  valueless  when  used  to  accomplish  these  required 
objectives. 

B.  Student  provided  materials 

The  District  may  require  students  enrolled  in  credit  or 
noncredit  courses  and  programs  to  provide  certain  instructional  and 
other  materials  including,  but  not  limited  to,  textbooks,  lab  books 
and  workbooks,  syllabi  or  other  instructor  prepared  materials,  or 
tools,  equipment,  or  clothing  if: 

1.  the  instructional  and  other  materials  required  for  the 
class  have  a  continuing  value  to  the  student  outside  the  classroom 
setting; 

2.  the  instructional  and  other  materials  are  used  in  the 
production  of  an  "end  product"  that  has  continuing  value  to  the 
student  outside  of  the  classroom  setting. 

C.  Instructional  Materials  Fees 

Under  certain  circumstances,  the  District  may  require  students 
to  pay  an  instructional  materials  fee  as  a  condition  of  enrolling 
in  a  specific  class.  Such  fees  will  apply  when  the  District  is  the 
exclusive  provider  of  materials  which  have  continuing  value  outside 
the  classroom.  The  District  may  act  as  exclusive  provider  for 
health  and  safety  reasons  or  in  providing  materials  in  lieu  of 
other  generally  available  but  more  expensive  materials  which  each 
student  would  otherwise  be  required  to  provide.  Any  fee  for 
instructional  materials  must  not  exceed  the  District's  actual  cost. 

D.  Voluntary  Fee 

The  District  may  assess  a  fee  for  materials  which  are 


supplemental  or  in  addition  to  required  materials  provided  that  the 
payment  of  such  fee  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  student. 

E.    Publication  of  Instructional  Materials  Policy 

The  policy  for  instructional  materials  and  fees  for 
instructional  materials  will  be  published  in  the  catalog  of  each 
division.  Furthermore,  uniform  procedures  will  be  developed  for 
identifying  and  publicizing  to  students  those  courses  for  which 
students  must  provide  materials  or  pay  a  materials  fee. 


PM   6.14         VOCATIONAL  AND  OCCUPATIONAL  TRAINING  PROGRAMS 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that  all  vocational  or 
occupational  training  programs  commenced  subsequent  to  July  28, 
1983,  he  reviewed  in  accordance  with  law  every  two  years  by  the 
Board  to  assure  that  each  program  meets  a  documented  labor  market 
demand,  does  not  represent  unnecessary  duplication  of  other  such 
training  programs  in  the  area,  is  of  demonstrated  effectiveness  as 
measured  by  the  employment  and  completion  success  of  its  students. 
Within  one  year  of  a  determination  by  the  Board  that  a  program  does 
not  meet  the  foregoing  standards  such  program  will  be  terminated. 
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PM  8.01    BUDGET  PREPARATION  AND  ABMiNSSgRAgieN  FISCAL 
ACCOUNTABILITY . 

The  preparation  and  publication  of  an  annual  budget  of 
all  District  funds  shall  be  consistent  with  existing  law  and  in 
accordance  with  a  District  budget  calendar  for  review,  tentative 
adoption  and  final  adoption.  "Budget"  includes  any  tentative, 
proposed,   or  final   budget  required  by  law. 

The  Chancellor,  or  other  designee,  shall  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  Board  such  reports  showing  the  financial  and 
budgetary  condition  of  the  District,  including  outstanding 
obligations,  as  required  by  law  and  as  necessary  to  apprise  the 
Board  of  fiscal   circumstances  affecting  policy  decisions . 


PM  8.02    ACCOUNTING 

For  the  proper  accounting  and  safeguarding  of  all 
District  funds,  the  District  shall  utilize  professionally 
established  accounting  principles  to  institute  sound  accounting 
procedures  and  controls  in  accordance  with  good  business  practice, 
and  be  governed  by  provisions  of  existing  laws,  including  the 
Education  Code. 


PM  8.03   AUDITING 

0ne  A  certified  public  accountant  firm  of  certified 
public  accountants  or  a  joint  venture  of  firms  of  certified  public 
accountants  shall  be  empioyed  retained  by  the  Governing  Board  of 
Trustees  to  audit  annually  all  the  funds,  books  and  accounts  of  the 
District.  The  audit  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
comply  with  1)  the  applicable  provisions  of  eaii£©rn±a  the 
Education  Code  Seetion-&404e  and  state  regulations ,  2)  the  federal 
Single  Audit  Act,  (Title  31,  United  States  Code,  Section  7501  et 
seq.  3)  the  applicable  requirements  and  standards  set  forth  by  the 
eaii£ernia-State  Department  of  Finance  ag-it-app-Mea  to— Ga-l-if  orn-ia 
eemaranity-eol-legeg ,  and  4)  the  guidelines  published  by  the  American 
Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  in  its  Industry  Audit 
Guide  "Audits  of  State-  and  Local  Governmental  Units . " 

The  auditor  must  be  duly  authorized  to  practice  and 
licensed  as  such  by  the  State — &£-— ea-i-i-f  ornia ,  State  Board  of 
Accountancy.  The  auditor  shall  be  selected  by  the  Governing  Board 
of  Trustees  from  proposals  submitted  pursuant  to  an  advertised 
Request  for  Proposals  -  Auditing  Services  in  accordance  with  the 
federal  provisions  of  Attachment  0  of  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  (0MB)  Circular  A-102. 


The  auditor  shall  be  empieyed  retained  for  a  period  of 
four  consecutive  years  unless  work  or  the  proposed  fee  for  the 
second  or  third  or  fourth  year  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the 
Governing  Board. 

The  Board  shall  review  the  annual  audit  at  one  of  its 
regularly  scheduled  public  meetings.

Use  of  the  name  of  any  school  of  the  District,  or  the  use

PM  8.05   SUPPLIES  AND  SERVICES

of  equipment  and  materials,  insurance  coverage,  transportation  of 
staff  employees  and  students,  and  distribution  and  storage  of 
supplies  and  equipment. 


PM  8.06   PROCUREMENT  OF  SUPPLIES,  EQUIPMENT  AND  SERVICES 

The  maximum  educational  and  monetary  value  shall  be  obtained  in  the 

purchase  of  supplies,  equipment,  and  services. 

The  Chancel lor/Superintendent,  Chief  Operating  Officer, 
or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  and  Finance  is  authorized  to 
enter  into  and  to  sign  agreements  on  behalf  of  the  District  for 
services  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  affairs  of  the  District. 
The  Board  authorizes  the  Chancellor  to  evaluate  and  dispose  of 
personal  property  belonging  to  the  District  by  sale  or  auction  or 
otherwise  in  accordance  with  state  law. 

The  authority  to  encumber  District  funds  shall  be  limited 
to  actions  of  the  Board,  except  as  Board  approved  procedures  shall 
designate  otherwise. 

Purchasing  procedures  shall  be  in  compliance  with  the 
existing  law  and  good  business  practice. 

No  member  of  the  governing— feBoard  of  Trustees  nor  an 
employee  of  the  District  shall  have  an  interest  in  any  contract  for 
supplies,  equipment,  and  services  made  by  the  Soverning  Board.

WHEREAS:   The  District  is  a  public  school  employer  under

WHEREAS:   Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  EERA,  UPE  is 
the   exclusive   representative   of   District 
employees  enumerated  in  the  stipulated  unit  as  set  forth 
in  the  Agreement  between  the  District  and  UPE;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  parties  have  previously  negotiated  a  three- 
year  collective  bargaining  agreement,  effective

The  staff  of  Facilities  Planning  has  prepared  the 
submittal  in  the  prescribed  format  with  supporting  documentation. 
The  basis  of  this  year's  update  is  last  year's  Capital 
Construction  Program  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
January  28,  1993  meeting. 

The  Proposed  Plan  reflects  the: 

1)  Projects  previously  approved  for  funding  that  are 
scheduled  to  be  funded  during  the  1995-2000 
period; 

2)  Resubmission  of  District  projects  previously 
unfunded  by  the  State,  but  still  needed; 

3)  Addition  of  four  new  projects: 

(1)  John  Adams  Campus-Remodel 

(2)  CCSF-  Gymnasium  and  Swimming  Pools 

(3)  Alemany  Campus-  Remodel 

(4)  Airport  Campus  -  New  Construction 

Many  projects  were  considered  by  the  District's 
Facilities  Committee  during  1993,  for  inclusion  in  this  year's 
Five-Year  Plan.   The  Committee  chose  four  new  projects  to  add  to 
the  existing  Five-Year  Plan.   The  reasoning  behind  these  choices 
were  as  follows:   1)   the  District's  Educational  and  New 
Facilities  Master  Plan,  incorporating  the  South  Reservoir 
property,  had  not  been  completed;  2)  the  outside  campus  sites, 
Alemany,  Airport  and  John  Adams  campuses,  were  in  great  need  of 
remodeling,  repair  and  upgrading  to  meet  current  building  codes; 
3)  the  Gymnasium/Physical  Education  Building,  with  the  indoor  50 
meter  pool  had  an  established  site  that  would  remain  unchanged  by

the  new  facilities  master  plan.   Upon  completion  of  the  District 
Educational  and  New  Facilities  Master  Plans,  other  important 
projects  like  the  Child  Care  and  Performing.

AMENDMENT  TO  AMENDMENT  #7  TO  THE  DISTRICT/AFT  LOCAL  2121 

COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING  AGREEMENT 

OF  JULY  1,  1992,  THROUGH  JUNE  30,  1994 

In  order  to  clarify  the  intent  of  the  language  of  Article  20  of  the  collective  bargaining 
agreement,  the  parties  agree  to  the  following  Amendment  to  Amendment  #7  to  the 
District/AFT  Local  2121  collective  bargaining  agreement. 

AMENDMENT  #7 

Article  20  Compensation/Salaries 

A.    COMPENSATION 

3.    For  the  1993/94  Academic  Year,  the  District  shall  provide  no  increase  on  any 
existing  salary  schedule  or  hourly  rate  except  as  provided  below: 

3.1  Beginning  January  3, 1994,  the  District  shall  increase  all  columns  and  steps 
on  the  existing  full-time  faculty  salary  schedule  by  an  amount  equal  to  one 
half  the  average  cost  charged,  effective  July  1,  1993,  to  full-time  faculty  for 
"employee-plus-one-dependent"  coverage  under  the  various  health  plans  as 
detailed  by  the  City  &  County's  Health  Service  System.  (EXH.  B,  to  be 
adjusted  for  the  increase  provided  by  this  paragraph)  Additionally, 
beginning  January  3.  1994.  and  ending  June  30.  1994.  the  District  shall 
adjust  internally  the  "Pro-Rata  formulas"  set  forth  in  Exhibits  C-1.  C-2.  C-5. 
and  C-7  from  an  annual  basis  to  a  semester  basis.  Beginning  July  1, 1994, 
the  District  shall  increase  all  columns  and  steps  on  the  existing  full-time 
faculty  salary  schedule  by  an  amount  equal  to  the  remaining  one  half  of  the 
average  cost  charged,  effective  July  1,  1993,  to  full-time  faculty  for 
"employee-plus-one-dependent"  coverage  under  the  various  health  plans  as 
detailed  by  the  City  &  County's  Health  Service  System.

Funding  for 
each  WpLRC  program  is  proposed  to  continue  over  a  minimum  period 
of  three  years  subject  to  college  performance. 

The  Office  of  Contract  Education  was  awarded  the  WpLRC  grant 
on  November  1,  1993  for  the  amount  of  $66,666.   The  WpLRC 
delivered  assessment,  task  analysis,  basic  skills,  English  as  a 
Second  Language  (ESL) ,  literacy,  computation,  problem  solving, 
analytical  skills,  teamwork,  education  and  training  to  business, 
industry,  labor,  and  government  agencies. 

The  WpLRC,  located  at  the  Downtown  Campus,  is  supervised  by 
the  Dean  of  Contract  Education  and  Community  Services.   The 
Center  will  serve  clients  in  San  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay,  as 
required  by  the  State  Chancellor's  Office. 

The  District  is  requesting  $146,700  for  this  purpose.   The 
total  project  costs  and  the  sources  for  funding  are  as  follows:

President  and  Members: 

On  July  28,  1993,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  No. 
931216-B14,  enacting  the  Recommended  Final  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1993-94.   On 
December  16,  1993  the  Board  of  Trustees  enacted  Resolution  No.  931216-B14,  B17 
and  B18  amending  the  Recommended  Final  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1993-94  to 
reflect  increased  District  revenue  and  to  reallocate  funds.   Since  that  time 
it  has  become  necessary  for  the  district  to  take  the  additional  action  of 
redirecting  funds  from  the  authorized  budgeted  amounts  in  several  accounts 
within  the  General  Fund  -  Unrestricted  into  various  accounts. 

Requests  from  various  departments  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Budget  and  Planning  Committee  through  the  Provost,  Vice  Chancellor  of 
Administration  and  Finance,  and  the  Chief  Operating  Officer  for  the 
reallocation  of  existing  unspent  budgeted  funds  to  fund  needs  including 
emergency  and  unanticipated  items  as  well  as  corrections  and  oversights. 

Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58199  reads  as 
follows:   "The  total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the 
community  college  district  for  each  major  classification  of  district 
expenditures  listed  in  the  district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  shall  be  the  maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that 
classification  of  expenditures  for  the  school  year.  Transfers  may  be  made  from 
the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between 
expenditure  classifications  at  any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of 
education  of  any  district  governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  county  of  auditor,  or  by  written 
resolution  of  the  governing  board  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed 
by  a  board  of  education  and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.   A  resolution 
providing  for  the  transfer  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any 
expenditure  classification  must  be  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  governing  board;  a  resolution  providing  for  transfer  between 
expenditure  classifications  must  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  governing  board."

the  fiscal  Year  1993-94,  Community  College  Campuses 

President  and  Members: 

Provisions  of  the  California  Labor  Code  Section  3074  state  that  local 
community  college  districts  may  provide  vocational  education  and 
supplemental  instruction  for  apprentices.   Also,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  California  Administrative  Code,  Title  8,  Sections  235  through  241,  a 
local  community  college  district  and  a  Joint  Apprenticeship  Committee  (JAC) 
may  enter  into  a  joint  agreement  whereby  excess  costs  incurred  by  the 
District  in  connection  with  the  apprenticeship  program  sponsored  by  the 
Committee  shall  be  payable  by  the  Committee.   Further,  a  community  college 
district  may,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  California  Education  Code 
Sections  815229  and  81530,  lease  off site  facilities  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  district's  vocational  education  objectives. 

The  John  O'Connell  Campus  in  cooperation  with  various  JAC's  in  San 
Francisco  offered  apprenticeship  training  programs  for  many  years.   These 
programs  are  now  offered  by  the  Labor  Studies  and  Apprenticeship 
Department,  in  cooperation  with  those  same  JAC's.   The  programs  are 
tailored  to  the  needs  and  reguirements  for  the  apprentices  in  the  various 
trades.   Classes  are  held  in  District  facilities  as  well  as  in  facilities 
provided  by  the  JAC ' s . 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  provides  all  the 
certified  instructors  and  related  costs  for  the  programs.   the  District  is 
reimbursed  apart  from  general  state  apportionment  by  the  State  for  the 
conduct  of  the  apprenticeship  program  according  to  the  student  contact 
hours  generated  by  the  programs. 

Beginning  FY  1982-83,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
entered  into  rental  agreements  with  seven  JAC's  for  the  use  of  union 
facilities  by  the  John  O'Connell  Campus  apprenticeship  programs. 
Subseguently,  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  Related  and  Supplemental  Instruction 
of  the  San  Francisco  Labor-Management  Apprenticeship  and  Training  Committee 
was  formed,  representing  all  the  JAC's  to  meet  with  the  District  to  discuss 
the  distribution  of  funds  among  the  various  apprenticeship  training 
programs.   After  numerous  meetings,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  and  the  District 
staff  tentatively  agreed  that  (1)  25%  of  the  funds  generated  by  the 
Apprenticeship  program  attendance  should  be  retained  by  the  District  for 
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direct  and  general  administrative  support  of  the  program;  (2)  75%  of  the    a 
funds  generated  should  be  expended  in  the  apprenticeship  programs  for       I 
instructors'  salaries,  supplies,  rental  of  facilities  and  other  direct 
costs,  and  (3)  the  District  would  enter  into  an  agreement  with  each  JAC  to 
formalize  said  distribution  of  funds. 

The  Governing  Board  has  authorized  the  SFCCD  to  enter  into  such 
agreements  with  the  JAC's  for  the  last  ten  fiscal  years.   We  now  wish  to 
execute  similar  agreements  with  the  JAC's  for  the  FY  1993-94.

AMENDMENT  TO  THE  DISTRICT/AFT  LOCAL  2121 
COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING  AGREEMENT 
OF  JULY  1,  1992,  THROUGH  JUNE  30,  1994 

Pursuant  to  legal  reopeners  for  1993-94  and  collective  bargaining  negotiations,  the  parties 
agree  to  the  following  amendments  to  the  District/ AFT  Local  2121  collective  bargaining 
agreement. 

AMENDMENT  #1 

ARTICLE  13-1  -  PART-TIME  REEMPLOYMENT  PREFERENCE 

H.  Part-time  employees  are  ineligible  for  leave  under  Article  17.Q  Family  Medical 
Leave.  However,  part-time  employees  who  are  unable  to  work  part  or  all  of  their 
assignment,  due  to  an  event  for  which  leave  is  granted  to  eligible  employees  under 
Article  17.Q,  shall  be  considered  current  employees  within  the  meaning  of  Article  13- 
1.B.6  from  the  date  they  become  unavailable  for  employment,  until  the  conclusion 
of  the  next  complete  semester.  Verification  of  the  qualifying  condition  or  event 
causing  them  to  be  unavailable  for  employment  shall  be  provided  by  the  employee 
in  the  manner  specified  in  Article  17.Q.  Part-time  employees  under  this  section  shall 
accrue  additional  semesters  of  service  only  in  accordance  with  Article  20.A.6.1.  Part- 
time  employees  unavailable  for  employment  under  this  section  shall  retain  eligibility 
for  the  same  modal  load  for  assignment  purposes  that  they  had  prior  to  the  time  they 
stopped  working.  Part-time  employees  may  use  the  procedure  provided  in  this 
section  no  more  than  once  in  any  twenty-four-month  period  running  backwards  from 
the  date  the  rights  under  this  section  are  first  invoked. 

AMENDMENT  #2 

ARTICLE  17  -  LEAVES 

Q.        Family  Medical  Leave 

1.  Eligibility  -  Faculty  members  who  have  been  employed  by  the  District  for  a 
total  of  at  least  fifty-two  (52)  weeks,  whether  or  not  those  weeks  were 
consecutive,  and  who  were  employed  at  more  than  a  60%  load  during  the  past 
year,  shall  be  eligible  for  unpaid  Family  Medical  Leave.  Part-time  employees 
are  ineligible  for  leave  under  this  Article.  However,  they  may  have  certain 
reemployment  preferences  under  Article  13-1  (See  Article  13-1,  Section  H.) 

2.  Events  for  which  leave  will  be  granted  -  Family  Medical  Leave  will  be  granted 
to  eligible  employees  in  the  following  circumstances:

2.1  For  the  birth  of  a  child  of  the  faculty  member,  and  for  the  care  of  the 
newborn  child  of  the  faculty  member; 

2.2  For  the  placement  of  a  child  with  the  faculty  member  in  connection 
with  the  adoption  or  foster  care  of  the  child  by  the  faculty  member; 

2.3  For  the  care  of  a  family  member  of  the  faculty  member  who  has  a 
serious  health  condition,  including  both  physical  and  psychological 
care.  For  purposes  of  this  article,  "family  member"  is  defined  as  the 
child,  parent,  spouse  or  domestic  partner  of  the  faculty  member;  or 

2.4  Due  to  the  serious  health  condition  of  the  faculty  member  which 
makes  the  faculty  member  unable  to  perform  the  essential  functions 
of  his  or  her  position.  A  "serious  health  condition"  of  the  faculty 
member  includes  any  illness,  injury  impairment,  or  physical  or  mental 
condition  that  involves  any  of  the  following: 

2.4.1  Any  period  of  incapacity  or  treatment  in  connection  with  or  in 
consequent  to  treatment  in  a  hospital,  hospice  or  residential 
medical  care  facility;  or 

2.4.2  Any  period  of  incapacity  requiring  absence  from  work,  school 
or  regular  daily  activities  of  more  than  three  (3)  calendar  days, 
that  also  involves  continuing  treatment  by  (or  under  the 
supervision  of)  a  health  care  provider;  or 

2.4.3  Continuing  treatment  by  a  health  care  provider  for  a  chronic  or 
long-term  health  condition  that  is  incurable  or  so  serious  that, 
if  not  treated,  would  likely  result  in  a  period  of  incapacity  of 
more  than  three  (3)  calendar  days. 

2.4.4  Severe  illness  for  which  the  faculty  member  may  not  be 
receiving  continuing  active  care  or  treatment  from  a  physician, 
but  is  under  continuing  supervision  of  a  health  care  provider 
(such  as  a  severe  stroke  or  the  late  stages  of  a  terminal  illness). 

2.4.5  Conditions  which,  while  not  incapacitating  at  the  moment, 
require  visits  to  a  health  care  provider  (such  as  cancer 
treatments,  physical  therapy  or  prenatal  care). 

2.4.6  Routine  physical  examinations  and  voluntary  or  cosmetic 
treatments  which  are  not  medically  necessary  are  not  "serious 
medical  conditions"  unless  inpatient  hospital  care  is  required. 
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3.  Amount  of  leave  -  Faculty  members  who  are  eligible  for  Family  Medical 
Leave  may  take  a  maximum  of  twelve  (12)  weeks  of  leave  in  a  twelve  (12) 
month  period.  The  twelve  (12)  month  period  shall  be  a  rolling  12-month 
period  running  backward  from  the  date  the  leave  is  first  used.  Faculty 
members  may  take  leave  in  a  single  block,  intermittently,  or  by  a  reduced 
leave  schedule  in  accordance  with  the  following: 

3.1  "Intermittent  leave"  is  defined  as  leave  taken  in  separate  blocks  of  time 
due  to  a  single  illness  or  injury,  rather  than  for  one  continuous  period 
of  time. 

3.2  "Reduced  leave  schedule"  is  defined  as  a  leave  schedule  that  reduces 
the  faculty  member's  usual  number  of  hours  per  workweek  or  workday. 

3.3  Intermittent  leave  or  reduced  leave  schedule  may  be  taken  for  the 
serious  health  condition  of  the  faculty  member  or  to  care  for  a  family 
member  where  the  patient's  health  care  provider  certifies  that  the 
serious  health  condition  warrants  this  type  of  leave. 

3.3.1  Intermittent  or  reduced  leave  schedule  may  be  taken  for  the 
birth,  adoption  or  foster  care  of  a  child  or  care  of  a  newborn, 
only  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  District  and  the  faculty 
member.  The  District  shall  predicate  its  agreement  to 
intermittent  or  reduced  leaves  on  considerations  dictated  by 
student  needs,  the  needs  of  the  instructional  program,  and  the 
needs  of  faculty  requesting  such  leave.  The  faculty  member 
shall  make  all  reasonable  efforts  to  structure  his/her  leave 
request  to  balance  the  need  for  leave  for  the  birth,  adoption  or 
foster  care  of  a  child  or  care  of  a  newborn  with  the  needs  of 
the  instructional  program. 

3.4  If  the  faculty  member  requests  intermittent  leave  or  reduced  schedule 
leave  because  of  his  or  her  serious  health  condition  or  to  care  for  a 
family  member  with  a  serious  health  condition,  the  District  may 
require  the  faculty  member  to  transfer  temporarily  to  an  available 
alternate  position  for  which  the  faculty  member  is  qualified  and  which 
has  equivalent  pay  and  benefits  and  better  accommodates  the  recurring 
periods  of  leave  than  the  faculty  member's  regular  position. 

4.  Effect  on  other  leaves. 

4.1  A  faculty  member  who  takes  Family  Medical  Leave  for  the  birth  of  a 
child  may  also  take  pregnancy  disability  leave  for  any  period  up  to  four 
(4)  months  during  which  she  is  physically  disabled  due  to  the 
pregnancy  or  childbirth.  The  pregnancy  disability  leave  is  in  addition 
to  the  maximum  Family  Medical  Leave  and  may  be  taken  in  the 
manner  described  in  Article  17.D. 
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4.2  A  faculty  member  shall  use  accrued  sick  leave  as  part  of  any  Family 
Medical  Leave  taken  because  of  the  faculty  member's  own  serious 
health  condition.  Accrued  sick  leave  may  not  be  used  for  other  types 
of  Family  Medical  Leaves  unless  mutually  agreed  by  the  District  and 
the  faculty  member. 

Benefits. 

5.1  During  the  period  a  faculty  member  is  on  Family  Medical  Leave,  the 
District  will  maintain  the  faculty  member's  coverage  under  all  health 
plans  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  faculty  member  were  not  on  leave. 

5.2  Faculty  members  on  unpaid  Family  Medical  Leave  shall  be  entitled  to 
participate  in  other  benefit  plans  to  the  same  extent  as  faculty 
members  who  take  other  types  of  unpaid  leave. 

5.3  The  District  shall  cease  providing  benefits  when  the  faculty  member's 
Family  Medical  Leave  is  exhausted  or  whenever  the  faculty  member 
informs  the  District  that  he  or  she  does  not  intend  to  return  from 
leave. 

5.4  If  a  faculty  member  exhausts  his  or  her  Family  Medical  Leave  and 
does  not  return  to  work,  the  faculty  member  must  repay  the  benefit 
premiums  paid  by  the  District  during  the  period  of  unpaid  leave.  In 
such  circumstances  the  District  may  make  a  deduction  from  any  sums 
due  the  faculty  member,  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  premiums,  in 
accordance  with  state  wage  garnishment  laws.  The  faculty  member  is 
not  required  to  repay  the  premiums  where  the  failure  to  return  to 
leave  is  due  to  the  following: 

5.4.1  The  continuation,  recurrence,  or  onset  of  a  serious  health 
condition  to  the  faculty  member  or  a  family  member  which 
would  entitle  the  faculty  member  to  Family  Medical  Leave, 
were  his  or  her  leave  not  exhausted.  The  faculty  member  must 
provide  certification  of  the  condition  from  the  patient's  health 
care  provider  within  thirty  (30)  days;  or 

5.4.2  Other  circumstances  beyond  the  faculty  member's  control,  such 
as  the  unexpected  job  transfer  of  a  spouse  or  the  serious  health 
condition  of  a  person  other  than  a  defined  family  member,  who 
requires  the  faculty  member's  care.  The  faculty  member  shall 
provide  verification  of  these  circumstances  within  thirty  (30) 
days. 
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5.4.3  A  faculty  member's  desire  to  stay  with  a  family  member  for 
whom  care  is  no  longer  medically  necessary,  or  a  parent's  desire 
to  remain  home  with  a  newborn  child  are  not  "other 
circumstances  beyond  the  faculty  member's  control." 

5.5  Faculty  members  on  Family  Medical  Leave  remain  "employees"  of  the 
District  and  the  leave  will  not  constitute  a  break  in  service. 

6.  Verification  -  Before  a  Family  Medical  Leave  will  be  granted,  the  faculty 
member  must  provide  written  certification  by  a  health  care  provider  as 
follows: 

6.1  If  leave  is  requested  due  to  the  faculty  member's  serious  health 
condition,  the  faculty  member's  health  care  provider  must  certify  the 
date  of  commencement  and  probable  duration  of  the  condition  and  the 
faculty  member's  inability  to  perform  essential  job  functions.  The 
certification  need  not  state  the  nature  of  the  condition. 

6.2  If  leave  is  requested  to  care  for  a  family  member,  the  family  member's 
health  care  provider  must  provide  certification  of  the  date  of 
commencement  and  probable  duration  of  the  serious  health  condition 
and  a  statement  that  the  serious  health  condition  warrants  the 
participation  of  a  family  member.  The  certification  need  not  state  the 
nature  of  the  condition. 

6.3  If  the  faculty  member  requests  intermittent  leave  or  reduced  leave 
schedule  for  planned  medical  treatments,  the  certification  must  include 
the  dates  and  duration  of  such  treatments.  Whenever  such  intermittent 
leave  or  reduced  schedule  leave  is  requested,  the  certification  shall 
indicate  that  this  type  of  leave  is  warranted  and  its  expected  duration. 
The  certification  need  not  state  the  nature  of  the  condition. 

6.4  If  the  leave  is  foreseeable,  the  faculty  member  must  provide 
certification  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  District  requests  it. 
The  leave  may  be  denied  if  certification  is  not  received  within  a 
reasonable  time.  When  the  leave  is  not  foreseeable,  the  faculty 
member  may  begin  the  leave,  but  must  provide  certification  within  a 
reasonable  time  of  request.  A  reasonable  time  will  usually  be  within 
15  days,  unless  there  is  an  emergency  which  makes  it  impracticable  to 
provide  certification  within  that  time. 

6.5  The  District  may  require  recertification  of  the  faculty  member's  serious 
health  condition  on  a  reasonable  basis  if  additional  leave  is  requested. 
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6.6  When  a  faculty  member  requests  leave  for  his  or  her  own  serious 
health  condition  and  the  District  has  reason  to  doubt  the  validity  of  the 
certification,  it  may  require,  at  its  expense,  that  the  faculty  member 
obtain  the  opinion  of  a  second  health  care  provider  designated  or 
approved  by  the  District,  who  is  not  regularly  used  or  employed  by  the 
District.  If  the  second  opinion  differs  from  the  first,  the  District  may 
require,  at  its  expense,  that  the  faculty  member  obtain  the  opinion  of 
a  third  health  care  provider  jointly  selected  by  the  District  and  the 
faculty  member.   The  third  opinion  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

6.7  If  the  faculty  member  substitutes  paid  sick  leave  for  Family  Medical 
Leave,  verification  requirements  shall  be  consistent  with  paid  sick 
leave  under  Article  17.C. 

Notice  by  the  Faculty  Member  -  Faculty  members  shall  provide  the  District 
with  reasonable  advance  notice  of  the  need  to  take  a  leave  and  its  estimated 
duration.  Leave  shall  not  be  denied  for  failure  to  give  advance  notice  where 
it  is  required  due  to  an  emergency  or  otherwise  unforeseeable  situation. 

7.1  If  the  faculty  member  becomes  aware  of  the  need  for  a  leave  more 
than  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  in  advance,  the  faculty  member  shall  give 
reasonable  written  notice,  which  shall  usually  be  thirty  (30)  days. 

7.2  If  the  faculty  member  becomes  aware  of  the  need  for  a  leave  less  than 
thirty  (30)  calendar  days  in  advance,  the  faculty  member  shall  give 
written  notice  within  five  (5)  working  days  after  becoming  aware  of  the 
need  for  the  leave,  where  that  is  possible. 

7.3  If  the  leave  is  needed  for  a  planned  medical  treatment  or  planned 
supervision  of  a  family  member  with  a  serious  health  condition,  the 
faculty  member  shall  give  reasonable  advance  notice  of  the  leave  and 
may  be  requested  to  meet  with  the  District's  designee  to  discuss 
scheduling  to  minimize  disruption  to  District  operations.  Any  such 
scheduling  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  health  care  provider. 

Reinstatement  -  Upon  return  from  Family  Medical  Leave,  a  faculty  member 
will  be  reinstated  to  the  position  he  or  she  held  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  the  leave  or  to  an  equivalent  position,  subject  to  the  following: 

8.1  If  the  leave  was  due  to  the  faculty  member's  serious  health  condition 
which  prevented  him  or  her  from  performing  the  essential  functions  of 
the  job,  the  faculty  member  may  be  required  to  provide  verification  of 
his  or  her  ability  to  work  pursuant  to  Article  17.C.7.

WHEREAS:  With  the  exception  of  domestic  partners, 
dependent  dental  benefits  within  the  District 
are  not  limited  to  those  dependents  for  whom  health 
coverage  has  been  purchased,  but  rather  are  made 
available  to  all  dependents  of  eligible  employees, 
whether  health  coverage  has  been  purchased  for  them  or 
not; 

WHEREAS:   An  appropriate  model  for  recognizing  intimate 
committed  relationships  exists  within  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  (San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code,  Section  62.1,  "Domestic  Partnerships"); 

WHEREAS:  The  District  wishes  to  ensure  that  its 
practices  in  conferring  dependent  dental 
benefits  are  fairly  and  eguitably  applied  to  domestic 
partners  of  District  employees  who  are  eligible  for 
dental  benefits  (hereafter,  "covered  employees") ; 

WHEREAS:   Conferring   dental   benefits   for   domestic 
partners  of  covered  employees  is  consistent 
with  the  terms  of  the  existing  contract  between  the 
District  and  its  dental  insurance  provider; 

WHEREAS:  Immediate  implementation  of  dental  benefits  for 
domestic  partners  of  covered  employees  will  not 
increase  the  cost  of  the  existing  contract  between  the 
District  and  its  dental  insurance  provider  in  the  present 
plan  year; 

WHEREAS:   Employee  organizations  which  serve  as  the 
exclusive    representatives    of    District 
classified   employees   and   faculty   agree   to   the 
appropriateness  of  and  necessity  for  this  action;

benefits  shall  be  made 
available  forthwith  to  domestic  partners  of  covered 
employees  who  have  applied  for  such  benefits  and  who  have 
established  and  are  part  of  a  domestic  partnership  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  62  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   The   Chancellor,    Chief 

Operating  Officer  and/or 
Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  and  Finance,  shall 
implement  forthwith  the  terms  of  this  resolution; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   Covered  employees  shall  be 

informed  immediately  of  the 
availability  of  dental  benefits  for  domestic  partners  in 
order  to  facilitate  immediate  application  for  such 
benefits; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   The   Board   of   Trustees 

ratifies  the  action  taken 
by  District  administration  since  February  25,  1994,  in 
pursuit  of  the  objectives  of  this  Resolution.

Approval  of  a  Certificate  Program  in 
Biotechnology 

President  and  Members : 

Since  the  State  requires  District  Board  approval  for 
educational  programs,  we  are  submitting  for  your  approval  the 
Biotechnology  Certificate  Program. 

The  Biotechnology  Certificate  Program  involves  applied 
laboratory-based  training  in  biology  and  chemistry  at  the 
community  college  level.   To  maximize  student  success,  admission 
to  the  program  is  open  to  students  who  have  completed  college 
preparatory  or  Tech  Prep  high  school  courses  in  science  and  math, 
or  their  City  College  equivalents.   Attached  is  the  two-year 
course  sequence  and  program  description.   It  constitutes  a 
repackaging  of  previously  offered  courses  as  well  as  5  new 
courses  in  biology  and  chemistry.   The  curriculum  was  developed 
with  the  guidance  and  approval  of  numerous  scientists  from  five 
local  biotechnology  companies  and  the  University  of  California, 
San  Francisco.   All  courses  have  already  been  approved  by  the 
Curriculum  Committee. 

The  purpose  of  the  certificate  is  to  equip  students 
with  the  necessary  knowledge  and  skills  to  be  employable  as 
entry-level  technicians  in  the  biotechnology  industry.   To 
accomplish  this,  the  curriculum  is  heavily  laboratory-based  so 
that  students  have  hands-on  experience  with  instrumentation  and 
procedures  commonly  used  in  the  biotechnology  industry. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  has  the  highest 
concentration  of  biotechnology  companies  in  the  country.   A  1993 
survey  of  local  industry  commissioned  by  the  Bay  Area 
Biotechnology/Education  Consortium  found  that  the  biotechnology 
industry  will  continue  to  grow  at  approximately  8%  to  12%  per 
annum.   This  translates  to  a  conservative  estimate  of  between 
1,700  to  3,400  new  technician  positions  by  the  year  2000.   The 
survey  states  that  companies  are  experiencing  difficulties  in 
recruiting  qualified  applicants  for  these  positions  and 
recommends  implementation  of  training  programs  to  meet  the 
increasing  demand. 

We  are  working  with  California  State  University, 
Hayward,  and  San  Francisco  State  University  to  assure  that 
certificated  students  can  transfer  there  for  a  baccalaureate 
degree .

President  and  Members: 

On  July  27,  1989,  the  then  Governing  Board  of  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  adopted  Resolution  No.  890727- 
S6  which  prohibited  all  officials  acting  on  behalf  of,  or  in  any 
capacity  for,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  from  (1) 
any  and  all  scientific,  cultural  and  educational  exchanges  with  any 
official  representative  of  the  governments  of  South  Africa  or 
occupied  Namibia,  and  (2)  expending  or  authorizing  expenditure  of 
District  funds  to  host  or  to  otherwise  meet  with  or  entertain  any 
representative  of  the  current  governments  of  South  Africa  or 
Occupied  Namibia  in  any  official  or  unofficial  capacity. 

Since  the  time  of  that  Resolution,  the  government  of 
South  Africa  has  made  significant  progress  in  civil  rights  for  its 
citizens  and  has  currently  scheduled  free  elections.  Other 
governmental  entities  have  determined  that  their  prohibitions 
against  dealing  with  South  Africa  or  dealing  with  companies  that  do 
business  with  South  Africa  should  be  reconsidered  and  rescinded. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:  The  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD  adopted 
Resolution  No.  890727-S6  which  prohibited  all 
officials  acting  on  behalf  of,  or  in  any  capacity  for,  the  SFCCD

AND  WHEREAS:    The  Government  of  South  Africa  since  the 
time  of  Resolution  890727-S6  has  made 
significant  progress  in  civil  rights  for  its  citizens  and  has 
currently  scheduled  free  elections  for  its  people; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Board  of  Trustees

1.  The  Board  hereby  proposes  the  formation  of  a  maintenance  assessment 
district  pursuant  to  the  Landscaping  and  Lighting  Act  of  1972,  Part 
2  of  Division  15  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highway  Code 
(commencing  with  Section  22500  thereof).
